1. FOLLOWING ARE MISSION COMMENTS RELATING TO TWO 
MATTERS COVERED IN PC-III REPORT TO IDB-VII (ID/B/139), 

1. E., COORDINATION AND NATURLA RESOURCES. MOST OTHER SUBJECTS 
COVERED IN PC-III REPORT, I.E., COOPERATION AMONG DEVELOPING 
COUNTIRES, WORLD FOOD CONFERENCE AND UNIDO-II PREPARATIONS ARE 
ALSO SUBJECTS OF OTHER DOCUMENTATION AND WILL PRESUMABLY BE 
DEALT WITH IN THOSE CONTEXTS. 

2. COORDINATION: CONCLUSION OF PC-III DISCUSSION THIS ITEM WAS 
GENERAL FEELING TO DISPENSE WITH CONSOLIDATED REPORT AS OFFICIAL 
PC/IDB DOCUMENT WITH EMPHASIS ON PREPARATION OF CONCISE, ANALYTICAL 
REPORT (PARAS 44-45). AD HOC COMMITTEE ON STRATEGY (ID/B/142) 
RECOMMENDS THAT, AS ONE WAY TO ENHANCE UNIDO'S COORDINATION 
ROLE, SECRETARIAT PREPARE 

PERIODICALLY "CONCISE, DESCRIPTIVE OUTLINE" OF ALL UN SYSTEM 
ASSISTANCE IN FIELD OF INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT WHICH COULD 
INTER ALIA SERVE TO IDENTIFY GAPS IN COVERAGE AND DUPLICATION 
(PARAS 56-60). PC-III CONCLUSIONS SHOULD BE CONSIDERED IN CONJUNCTION 
WITH AD HOC COMMITTEE PROPOSALS RE COORDINATION. MISSION ASSUMES 
WE SHALL WANT TO MAKE CLEAR THAT OUTLINE CALLED FOR BY AD HOC 
COMMITTEE IS NOT INTENDED TO BE OLD CONSOLIDATED REPORT UNDER 
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AND CONCISE ANALYTICAL REPORT SHOULD BE ESTABLISHED, WITH THE 
FORMER PROVIDING INFORMATION FOR CONCLUSIONS OR RECOMMENDATIONS 
OF THE LATTER. DEPENDING ON FREQUENCY OF PRODUCTION OF THE TWO 
REPORTS THEY MIGHT BE PRESENTED AT TWO PARTS OF A SINGLE DOCUMENT. 

3. NATURAL RESOURCES: AS DEPT. AWARE PC-III DECIDED POSTPONE 
DISCUSSION OF DRAFT SOCIALIST RESOLUTION (PARA 46. ID/B/139) 

AND GIVE MATTER ’HIGH PRIORITY" AT PC-IV. SECRETARIAT HAS TOLD 
US THEY MAY TRY GET AGREEMENT OF SPONSORS NOT TO TREAT MATTER 
AT PC-IV BUT RATHER TAKE IT UP UNDER ITEM 8 (NATURAL RESOURCES) 

OF IDB-VIII. RECENT CONVERSATIONS WITH SOVIET MISSION MEMBERS 
THROW NO CLEAR LIGHT ON TACTICS SPONSORS WILLFOLLOW. INDICATIONS 
WERE THAT, IF ATTIGUDES IN PC/IDB TOWARD DRAFT RESOLUTION REMAINED 
GENERALLY WHAT THEY HAVE BEEN IN PAST, SOVIET GROUP WOULD PROBABLY 
AGAIN ACCEPT SOME FORM OF POSTPONEMENT. OBVIOUSLY, IF GROUP 

OF 77 ATTITUDES PROVE TO BE FAVORABLE TOWARD SOME ACTION ALONG LINES 
OF SOVIET PROPOSALS WE MIGHT HAVE TO DEAL WITH SUBSTANCE OF 
DRAFT RESOLUTION. AT ONE TIME DURING PC-III GROUP OF 77 WAS 
REPORTEDLY READY TO GO ALONG WITH SOME FORM OF THE SOVIET 
PROPOSAL AND MANY BACKED AWAY AT LAST MOMENT. MISSION WILL ENDEAVOR 
SOUND OUT LDC ATTITUDES DURING NEXT FEW DAYS. 

4. AS REGARDS SUBSTANCE OF SOVIET DRAFT, MISSION ASSUMES US DEL WILL 
CONTINUE BE GUIDED BY REFTEL. 

5. NOT CLEAR TO US WHETHER SYG HAS YET RESPONDED TO TASKS 
GIVEN HIM IN SUB-PARAS (A) AND (C) OF OPERATIVE PORTION ECOSOC 
RESOLUTION 1761 (LIV) AND WHICH APPEAR TO BEAR CLOSELY ON QUESTION 
UNIDO'S ROLE IN AREA OF NATURAL RESOURCES. WE NOTE THAT 
SUB-PARA (B) REQUESTS IDB, AMONG OTHERS, TO REPORT ITS VIEWPOINT 

TO ECOSOC. ASSUME, HOWEVER, WE WOULD NOT WISH CALL ATTENTION TO THIS 
IN PC/IDB. STIBRAVY 
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
